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H  OUSE  WINCES 


Wednesday's  Gay  American's 
Day  was  generally  evaluated  as  a 
huge  success  both  by  its  organi¬ 
zers  and  by  most  of  the  approxi¬ 
mately  150  gay  people  who  attend¬ 
ed. 

Highlighting  the  day's  activi¬ 
ties  were  visits  to  legislators' 
offices  by  groups  of  their  consti¬ 
tuents,  tours  of  the  building  with 
an  emphasis  on  how  to  use  it, 
and  a  press  conference/panel 
discussion  following  the  day's 
activities. 

Beginning  by  9:30AM,  the 
crowd  was  organized  with  a 
minimum  of  confusion  to  break  up 
into  small  groups  which  alterna¬ 
ted  between  visiting  thier  legis¬ 
lators,  touring  the  building,  and 
sharing  their  experiences  with 
others. 

Many  early  visits  to  the  legis¬ 
lators  were  frustrated  by  the  fact 
that  most  were  not  in  their  offi¬ 
ces,  despite  the  fact  that  they 
had  all  been  previously  notified 
Later  attempts  proved  more  fruit¬ 
ful,  and  the  realization  that  the 
legislators  were  even  more  up¬ 
tight  and  self-conscious  than  the 
gays  helped  the  gays  to  overcome 
their  own  insecurities.  Many  be¬ 
came  very  effective  at  putting 
their  representative  or  senator  on 
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the  defensive  and  avoiding  get¬ 
ting  sidet  acked  by  generalities 
and  cordialities.  Due  to  the  fact 
that  only  16  representatives  sup¬ 
ported  the  last  effort  to  change 
the  existing  discriminatory  law, 
few  were  openly  supportive.  But 
the  majority  were  somewhat  open- 
minded,  listened  to  arguments  and 
even  suggested  ways  to  lobby 
more  effectively.  Suggestions  on 
the  wording  of  future  bills  and  re¬ 
quests  for  gay  literature  were  also 
common. 

Notable  exceptions  to  the  gen¬ 
eral  tone  of  interest  were  the 
following:  Reps.  Phelan  (D-Lynn) 
and  Flynn  (D-So.  Boston),  who 
both  refused  any  comment;  Rep. 
Seal  I i  (D-Charlestown)  and  Sen. 
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Eleven  men  were  arrested  on 
morals  charges  Tuesday,  Sept.  25 
on  Rte.  24  at  the  rest  area  near 
Brockton,  Mass.  State  Police 
from  Middleboro  and  Dartmouth 
were  on  a  stake-out  in  plain 
clothes  at  the  rest  stop.  Appar¬ 
ently,  the  State  Police  presence 
at  the  rest  area  was  for  a  "crack¬ 
down  on  alleged  homosexuality 
along  roadside  rest  areas  on  Rte. 
24".  According  to  one  state 
trooper,  there  were  four  or  five 
plainclothesmen  who  made  the 
arrests  between  6  and  11PM. 

The  Brockton  newspaper  "The 
Enterprise"  printed  the  names  and 
professions  of  the  eleven  arrest¬ 
ed.  Among  them  were  two  high 


school  teachers,  a  librarian,  and 
an  accountant.  Along  with  their 
names,  ages,  and  jobs,  "The 
Enterprise"  published  the  char¬ 
ges  against  each  individual, 
which  included:  lewd  and  lasci¬ 
vious  behavior;  assault  and  bat¬ 
tery;  performance  of  an  unnatural 
act;  and  one  operating  after  sus¬ 
pension  of  license.  Judge  Charles 
Black,  at  Brockton  District  Court, 
continued  the  case  for  hearing  on 
November  20. 

When  informed  of  this  inci¬ 
dent,  Rep.  Barney  Frank  (D-Back 
Bay)  sent  a  letter  protesting  the 
use  of  any  entrapment  methods  to 
State  Police  authorities. 
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McCann  (D-Cambridge),  who  were 
both  very  hostile,  Scali  declaring 
".If  I  were  a  landlord,  I  wouldn't 
rent  to  homosexuals  for  fear  of  my 
children,"  and  McCann  ending 
with  "I  voted  against  it  in  the 
past  and  also  will  in  the  future  - 
get  lost."  A  GAD  organizer  re¬ 
ported  that  a  press  secretary  for 
Sen.  Zarod  (D-Springfield)  had 
made  a  series  of  harassing  calls 
to  the  sponsoring  groups  before 
the  event,  asking  "who  had  giv¬ 
en  permission"  for  the  groups  to 
"use  the  State  House". 

Rep.  Barney  Frank  (D-Boston), 
who  aided  tremendously  in  the 
success  of  the  day,  told  GCN 
that  his  feedback  from  other  leg¬ 
islators  was  very  positive,  with 
many  pleased  to  meet  the  gays. 
"Some  of  them  now  have  a  bet¬ 
ter  outlook  on  gay  people,"  he 
declared. 

The  gays  represented  many 
parts  of  the  state,  including  al¬ 
most  all  sections  of  Boston  as 
well  as  such  areas  as  Cape  Cod, 
Worcester,  Fitchburg,  Amherst, 
Reading,  Mendon,  Brunswick,  Au¬ 
burn,  Hadley,  Randolph  and  Wal¬ 
pole.  The  Springfield  area  was 
an  important  area  which  lacked 
representation,  along  with  much 
of  the  North  Shore,  the  mid-South 
Shore,  and  the  New  Bedford  area. 

The  afternoon  press  confer¬ 
ence  was  well  attended.  The 
resulting  news  coverage  was  ex¬ 
tensive,  with  excellent  coverage 
on  TV  channels  5  &  7.  Channel 
4  carried  nothing,  to  our  know¬ 
ledge.  The  Boston  Globe  car¬ 
ried  a  well  located  but  brief 
article  the  following  day,  and 
the  Herald-American  carried  a 
brief  and  terribly  located  one. 

On  radio,  WBCN  carried' a  lale 
but  extensive  report. 

The  p'ess  conference  was 
followed  by  a  panel  on  gay 
lobbying  and  using  the  system. 
HUB  President  Bob  Dow  and 
Elaine  Noble  introduced  the  pa¬ 
nel,  consisting  of  Rep.  Frank  and 
representatives  from  the  League 
of  Women  Voters,  National  Organ¬ 
ization  of  Wopien,  Americans 


for  Democratic  Action,  C.P.  Pax, 
American  Civil  Liberties  Union, 

Co-op  Metropolitan  Group  (an 
association  of  churches  and  tem¬ 
ples),  and  the  Sengtefresident's 
and  House  Speaker's  offices. 

Among  the  ;cs  discussed,  a- 
long  with  general  effectiveness 
and  techniques  of  lobbying,  were 
the  support  of  these  groups  and 
generating  straight  support.  All 
groups  expressed  a  desire  to 
work  with  the  guy  community  in 
support  of  such  legislation.  Rev.

On  Thursday,  Sept.  27,  Robert 
Dow,  President  of  HUB,  met  with 
two  men  connected  with  the 
Rhode  Island  Dept,  of  Corrections 
in  the  HUB  office  at  419  Boylston 
St.,  Boston.  Don  McGaw  and  John 
Lawrence  were  also  there,  repre¬ 
senting  HCHS.  Among  the  topics 
discussed  were:  1)  the  problem 
of  homosexuals  in  the  institution¬ 
al  setting;  2)  what  the  correc¬ 
tions  counselors  could  do  on 
the  homosexuals'  behalf;  3)  me¬ 
thods  to  help  change  the  atti¬ 
tudes  of  staff  and  of  the  inmates. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  Don 
McGaw  that  a  person  striving  for 
reform  in  the  treatment  of  gay 
prisoners  would  be  closely  exa¬ 
mined  on  his  own  sexual  identity. 
During  the  meeting,  the  two 
Rhode  Island  men  asked  what, 
exactly,  an  homosexual  was.  The 
reply  was  that  he/she  was  an  in¬ 
dividual  capable  of  emotionally 
loving  a  member  of  the  same  gen¬ 
der. 

Held  at  the  request  of  the  two 
men  from  Rhode  Island,  the  meet¬ 
ing  was  for  the  purpose  of  their 
learning  about  gays  from  a  more 
direct  source  than  from  text 
books.  Robert  Dow  was  quite 
encouraged  by  the  tenor  of  their 
approach  to  homosexuality.  After, 
wards,  Mr.  Dow  commented  that 
they  had  a  "tall  order  ahead  of 
them,"  and  that  it  (the  meeting) 
was  a  "  hell  of  a  good  start." 
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Cay  Activist's  Alliance 
(NYC)  is  embarking  on  a  program 
to  organize  action  against  "  Ma 
Bell"  with  regard  to  her  discrim¬ 
ination  against  gays.  A  number 
of  groups  on  both  coasts  and  in 
the  Mid-west  are  committed  to  a 
nation-wide  project  of  exposing, 
publicizing  and  reversing  AT&T's 
discriminatory  practices.  Gay 
lib  groups  have  already  demon¬ 
strated  against  two  of  AT&T's 
regional  affiliates,  Pacific  Bell 
in  California  and  New  York  Bell. 
Sometime  late  this  Fall  groups 
will  stage  simultaneous  demon¬ 
strations  against  the  Bell  system 
in  a  struggle  for  our  civil  rights 
and  to  develop  public  support  to 
end  these  ridiculous  practices. 

The  official  and  publicly  stat¬ 
ed  employment  policies  of  each 
of  the  local  Bell  affiliates  regard¬ 
ing  gay  men  and  women  is  being 
requested  by  GCN  and  will  ap¬ 
pear  in  later  issues. 

Anyone  with  information  in¬ 
volving  "Ma  Bell's"  discrimina¬ 
tion  against  gays  in  the  Boston 
area  qr  wishing  to  become  in¬ 
volved  in  the  GAA  programs 
should  get  in  contact  with  Ian 
Johnson  of  the  GCN. 


The  WCAS  (Cambridge)  radio  fea¬ 
ture  "The  Cambridge  Black  Ex¬ 
perience"  is  broadcasting  a  two- 
part  interview  with  a  black  gay 
brother  and  sister.  The  first  part

John  Elder,  from  the  office  of 
the  Speaker  of  the  House,  ex¬ 
pressed  the  view  that  comparable 
effort  should  be  put  into  the  ju¬ 
dicial  area,  since  a  court  ruling 
invalidating  the  present  laws 
might  have  more  success  than 
any  new  legislation.  An  example 
given  was  the  abortion  fight, 
which  was  finally. won  in  the 
courts.

REACT!! 

The  implications  of  the  arrest  of  eleven  men  in  the  apparent 
police  entrapment  incident  in  West  Bridgewater  last  week  cannot  be 
missed  by  the  gay  community.  It  serves  as  a  glaring  example  or  our 
oppression  and  the  lack  of  any  sense  of  human  rights  or  compassion 
by  powerful  elements  of  society. 

The  nature  of  the  arrest,  which  strongly  implies  entrapment,  as 
well  as  the  motivation  for  police  action  in  the  first  place,  could  not 
be  ignored  by  the  community.  Even  more  alarming  is  the  way  in 
which  the  local  Brockton  newspaper  "  The  Enterprise"  handled  the 
story. 

On  a  first  page  news  story  the  following  day,  the  newspaper  cov¬ 
ered  the  story  and  included  not  only  the  names  of  the  people  arrested 
but  also  age,  home  address,  occupation,  and  place  of  employment. 
There  is  little  doubt  about  the  effects  of  this  on  the  teachers  and 
professional  people  involved.  Even  if  they  should  be  found  innocent 
or  charges  dropped,  these  individuals  will  find  employment  extremely 
difficult  and  possibly  be  harrassed  at  their  homes. 

It  is  ironic  that  these  men  were  being  arrested  the  night  before 
150  gays  went  to  the  State  House  to  push  for  changes  in  the  "crimes 
against  nature  laws"  and  discrimination  in  employment  and  housing. 

Unfortunately,  the  damage  has  already  been  done  concerning  these 
men.  We  cannot  let  this  pass.  ".The  Enterprise"  must  be  made  to 
realize;the  complete  lack  of  integrity  involved  and  this  type  of  dam¬ 
age  cannot  be  allowed  to  happen  again.  To  inform  them  of  your  in¬ 
dignation,  WRITE!

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THE  HARD  CORPS 

Last  New  Year's,  prowling 
through  Old  San  Juan,  I  found  my¬ 
self  on  Cal le  Luna  it  the  notori¬ 
ous  Lion's  Den:  two  fuck  movies, 
no-holes-barred  slide  shows,  nude 
go-go  duos,  the  works.  For  a  few 
minutes,  eyes  glaze  and  the  glass 
slips  from  the  trembling  hand;  I 
even  blushed  prettily.  But  after 
half  an  hour  boredom  descends. 
One  fleshy  close-up  blurs  into 
the  next,  for  all  the  decadent 
hype.  The  Lion's  Den  is  about 
as  sexy  as  Gilchrist's  Marble  Spa 
on  a  slow  afternoon. 

Last  week  I  sampled  Boston's 
gay  porno  scene  and  plus  ca 
change,  as  the  French  say.  I  was 
still  bored,  but  I  was  also  amused, 
aroused,  repelled,  and  enter¬ 
tained,  or  at  least  diverted.  Not 
necessarily  in  that  order. 

North  Station  Cinema  and 
South  Station  Cinemas  I  &  II 
both  -  by  the  way,  clean,  safe, 
and  eminently  respectable  -  offer 
a  porn  smorgasboard.  One  film 
is  a  .total  rip-off  called  "  I  Gayly 
Dream"as  bad  print  of  an  ancient 
stag  silent  in  which  nothing  hap¬ 
pens,  nobody  does  i  nything  to 
anybody.  Avoid  this  film.  Com¬ 
plain  about  it. 

Slightly  less  stupefying,  this 
week  coming  to  South  Station,  is 
"Fire  Island  £  Hotel. "This  room- 
to-room  epic  stars  a  nameless  as¬ 
semblage  of  bronza  curls,  bronzed 
muscles,  and  a  familiar,  naive 
sexual  Olympian  who  winds  up 
with  a  sailor,  a  pink  eldorado, 
and  happiness  ever  after.  In  the 
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process,  certain  instructive  amor¬ 
ous  positions  are  demonstrated, 
invariably  accompanied  by  harp 
arpeggios.  The  whole  film  has 
the- fuzzy,  harshly-shadowed, 
fumbling  look  of  a  bad  home  mo¬ 
vie,  peopled  by  numb,  humorless, 
self-parodied  men. 

"Four  More  Than  Money",  con¬ 
tinuing  at  the  South  Station,  and 
by  far  the  raunchiest  of  the  group, 
ns  the  least  tricked-up  is  fake, 
kitschy,  piss-elegant  decor  and 
the  most  directly  exciting.  Its 
hustler,  and  his  four  memorable 
customers,  are  honestly  aroused 
rather  than  artfully  simulating. 

Yes,  Virginia,  they  do  everything, 
(though  orgasmic  moments  are 
censored).  "Four  More"s  direc¬ 
tor  has  perfected  what  one  might 
call  the  anal  zoom,  and  he  tries 
manfully  to  involve  us,  with  re¬ 
peat  dollying  down-shots  and  lub¬ 
ricious  super-close-ups.  Some 
of  this  works;  the  movie  is  gutsy 
and  sexy.  That  it  is  also  racist, 
cliched,  unintelligent,  and  repul¬ 
sive  is  almost  beside  the  point. 

Two  even  more  explicit  films  - 
"  Erotikus"  and  "  Any  Boy  Can" 
were  promised  for  this  week  and 
next.  The  former  is  a  "  survey" 
of  heated  clips  from  gay  "classics 
of  the  recent  past,"  the  latter  a 
sentimental  love  story  from  Jag¬ 
uar  Films,  producers  of  "The 
Other  Side  of  Joey,"  a  gay 
"Baby  Doll"  about  a  horny  teen¬ 
ager,  which  has  just  departed  Bos¬ 
ton  after  six  high-grossing  weeks 
(so  to  speak).  These  two  organ 
recitals  will  be  reviewed  here  as 
time  and  space  permit.

UP  ON  THE  HILL  AND  ON  TV  TOO 

Gay  American's  Day  was  one 
of  the  best  publicized  and  press 
released  events  the  Boston  gay 
community  has  ever  held.  Press 
releases  were  mailed  out  2  weeks 
in  advance  of  the  day;  updates 
were  handed  to  State  House  press 
people  and  phoned  in  to  TV  sta¬ 
tions.  As  a  result,  it  got  more 
coverage  than  any  gay  activity 
since  the  march  last  June.  How¬ 
ever,  there  were  some  major  gaps 
that  should  be  acknowledged  a- 
long  with  the  bouquets.  Media 
box  score  is  as  follows: 

Ch.  7  -  WNAC-TV  carried  a  2- 
minute,  positive,  well-done  fea¬ 
ture.  Reporter  Jackie  Adams  did 
an  understanding  job  -  leave  it  to 
a  black  woman  to  comprehend  the 
problems  of  oppressed  people. 

Ch.  5  -  Well,  at  least  WCVB 
covered  it.  Bill  Harrington's  re¬ 
port  was  not  100%  pro-gay,  but 
it  had  its  moments.  A  decent 
feature  that  could  have  been  bet¬ 
ter. 

Ch.  4  -  Yoo  hoo!  WBZ???  Are 
you  really  a  TV  station  with  a 
news  department?  Your  weather¬ 
man,  Don  Kent,  got  a  citation  on 
the  floor  of  the  House  last  Wed¬ 
nesday;  your  morning  anchorman, 
Jack  Chase,  was  also  there. 

Why  did  they  ignore  us?  Why 
didn't  you  even  mention  us  on 
the  air  that  night?  Are  you  anti¬ 


gay  or  just  a  bad  newsroom?  Boy, 
you  piss  us  off!  Send  letters  to

They're  the  only  paper  that's  been 
trying  to  cover  us  lately  -  let's 
hope  it  continues. 

Real  Paper  -  Zilch.  They  fea¬ 
tured  GAD  on  the  calendar  last 
week,  then  forgot  to  cover  us. 

For  a  progressive,  co-op,  under¬ 
ground  newspaper,  their  coverage 
of  gay  events  closely  resembles 
WBZ  and  the  Herald  American. 

This  was  the  unkindest  cut  of  all.
